Washington, Jan. 19—Reference to 
the 5-5-3-175-175 capital ship ratio has 
been omitted in tile final draft of the 
naval treaty .the United Press learned 
today. 
Omission of the actual ratio was due 
to Japan 's sensitiveness, they holding 
this would tend to give an air of in 
feriority to their nation. 
The ratio 
however, is Indirectly provided for by 
specific figures on the total tonnage. 
The treaty, according to its pream ­ 
ble, is based upon ‘‘maintenance of 
general peace” and for reduction of 
armament competition. 
The preamble says: 
“The United States of America, the 
British Empire, France, Italy and J a ­ 
pan desiring to contribute 
to the 
maintenance of the general peace, and 
to reduce the burden of competition 
in arm am ents: 
Have resolved, with a view to ac ­ 
complishing these purposes to con­ 
clude a treaty to limit their respec­ 
tive naval armaments and to that end 
have appointed their plenipotentaries 
who have communicated to each their 
respective powers, found to be in good 
and due form, have agreed as follows: 
The treaty proper is divided into 
three chapters. 
The 
first 
contains 
twenty articles. 
The secnd is divided 
into four parts—capital ships, to be 
retained, rules for scrapping, replace 
ment and defenses. 
The third chapter with miscellane­ 
ous provisions contains artfcles re! 
ative too common action in case of a 
decided molestation of the treaty, ana 
in case of a power becoming involved 
in war. 
How the great naval powers will 
scrap the proudest of their fighting 
ships has been charted with exact de­ 
tails in an annex to the treaty. 
Definite provisions have also been 
made for replacements. 
The chartei 
obtained by the United Press shows 
America must scrap thirty-one ves­ 
sels when the treaty is effective; Great 
Britain twenty-two, as well as aban 
doning her building program; Japan 
eighteen as well as abandoning her 
prospective building program. 
After the first big batch of ships is 
scrapped this year, America scraps 
no more until 1934, but the British 
must scrap four more in 1925, and be­ 
gin anew' on scrapping in 1934, while 
Japan after her first scrapping does 
none until 1934.

Failure to col­ 
lect interest on the eleven billion dol­ 
lar allied debt to the United States 
means the American people must con­ 
tinue to pay for European refusal to 
economize and go to work and cut 
down huge military establishments, 
Senator Borah declared today in de­ 
manding that the foreign deb) refilmi­ 
ng. bill provide for collection of in­ 
terest at stated intervals, beginning at 
once. 
“It seems th me,’’ said Horah, “ that. 
th* bill ought to provide for the sepij-. 
annual or at most annual payments' 
of interest, but there are those who 
want to postpone the payment even of 
nterest for a number of years.” 
“This would, in my opinion, be an 
nineties to the American tax payers, 
im] would have a tendancy to lead 
Europeon nations to 
delay 
putting 
hemselves in condition to pay. I have 
no doubt that most of the govern­ 
ments owing us can make the inter­ 
est charges annually. 
They certainly 
can if they will cut down their stand­ 
ing armies and their vast equipment. 
It is hardly just to ark American peo­ 
ple, be deferring interest, to maintain 
he huge establishment of Europe as 
well as our own. 
That Is what we 
ire doing unless we insist on collec­ 
tion of the interest regularly. 
"Take Germany as an illustration. 
Germany is called on to 
pay 
vast 
sums. 
We are told Germany is per­ 
fectly able to pay, and will he forced 
to pay. 
In addition, Germany is com­ 
pelled to maintain at her expense the 
allied armies on the Rhine. 
If Ger­ 
many can pay, and also maintain the 
allied armies, it would seem that a 
little economy in the countries owing 
us would af least enable them to pay 
us the interest.”

The live stock stiles agency was or 
ga nixed only five months ago.

dividend, it was said, amounts to near­ 
ly $3,000, more than the total paid In 
capital of the corporation. The agency 
is backed by the Minnesota Farm Bu­ 
reau Federation. 
Since the agency was established, 
August 8, it has done a gross business 
of more than live million dollar*. 
The total commission received by 
the Hales agency for the handling of 
295,000 head of stock amounts to $73,- 
8(50 and more than one-fourth of this 
sum w a* to be returned to the farmers 
in the dividend today. 
The agency, It is claimed, has been 
charging a commission 
about twen­ 
ty-live per cent less than prevailing 
rates. 
Private farmers recently turn­ 
ed their rates to fifteen per cent.

How often do you w ant to add a 
few pin tucks o r change the style of 
collar, when you a re m aking a dre<s? 
Copy tile p a tte n ! th a t you are using 
as 
a 
foundation 
p atte rn

w rapping paper. 
lf you w ant to add 
pin tm k*i to the fro n t of a dress, 
cut off a length o f goods, un Inch or 
So longer th an th e fro n t of your p a t­ 
tern. 
Tuck It, as show n In Fig. I. 
Fold the goods through th e center nnd 
lay on the pattern , as shown In Fig. 


2. bringing the fullness of tin* tucks 
straight down in the front. 
Pin the 
pattern to th e goods and cut out the 
front. 
If you w ant to add a wide tuck to 
the front, m ark on th e p atte rn w here 
you w ant th e tuck to come, m arking 
all the w ay from the top to the bot­ 
tom of the p a tte rn . 
T ak e ano ther 
piece of p a p e r and lay in a tuck ju s t 
this width. 
P lace th e pattern on it, 
bringing the m a rk s on the p attern di­ 
rectly over th** tuck In th e palier and 
m ark arou nd the outside of the p a t­ 
tern. 
It will give you a pattern with 
the tuck allowed. 
I t ’s un easy m a tte r to add Insertion 
In any fancy design, lf you m ark the 
design on th e p a tte rn first. 
Mark ex­ 
actly w here the insertion will go on 
the p attern . 
See Fig. 8. 
M ark tw o 
lines th e w idth of the Insertion ap art. 
You can put it on in squares, ovals, 
circles, bow-knots. 
A fter you 
have 
your design carefully m arked on the 
p attern, lay th e p attern on the goods 
and trace over the m ark s with a tra c ­ 
ing wheel. 
Lay the insertion on the right side 
of the goods along the m arks and 
baste it in place. 
From th e right side 
of the goods, stitch e ith er side of tile 
Insertion. 
T hen, on th e w rong side 
of the goods, split th e goods centerw ay 
of the lace. 
See Fig. 4. Cut off the 
raw edges, Ipaxuaq^oiJy..enough to turn 
a narrow hem on eith er side. 
Roll the 
raw edges and h and fell them in place 
or m achine stitch them a second time.
